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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-16, 24, 29-34, 39-44, 72, 101-107, 144-150, 152-160, 168, 173-178,183-188, 216, 
245-251, 288-306 are allowed (said claims renumbered accordingly as shown on Issue Classification 
form). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record, either alone or in combination, fails to teach the combined limitations of 
independent claims 1 and 145 (renumbered as 1 and 47 respectively). It is respectfully noted that 
representative claim 1 recites that the additional data embedded into the data stream is "indicative of at 
least two disparate desired output presentations, selected from hard copy print job, fax, archival and 
email". 

The Guck reference teaches outputting data in email, or in FAX format, with a different 
"shadow" file used for each said format (Guck column 4 lines 17-22). Although it was well established at 
the time of the invention that a fax document is typically printed as a hardcopy document, and that email 
applications typically archive incoming documents accordingly (i.e. Inbox, etc.), said associated printing 
and archiving are typically accomplished automatically under the control of the receiving 
device/application, and not by document directive. Guck does not teach embedding additional information 
into a single document stream indicating that the resulting document must be processed via at least two 
output presentations, as claimed.
